The Democrats will contend, of 


course, that since the

candidate . for., governor received a 
majority of between 60,000 and 70,-

the showing is not as good as 


folir years ago when President Coo- 
lidge received a majority of more 
than 85,000 over the combined vote 
of Davis and La Follette. In answer 
t~ this the Republicans will point to 
the falling off in the total vote and

corresponding ratios of gain as

Franco-Spanish border say numerous 
arrests have been made in Spain af- 
ter the discovery of a plot against 
th« government of Primo de Rivera, 
who is about to celebrate his fifth 
aliQiver3&i*g.-;-s§, dictator of Spain. 


A dispatch from Hendaye, France, 


SB.JS tbe arrests were reported to 
have been made in Madrid and other 
Spanish cities. 


The Havas agency of Franc was 


notified, however, by its Madrid cor 
respondent that official circles in the 
Spanish capital asserted the country 
was tranquil. 


There were indications of the im- 


position of a strict censorship. The 
Western Union Cable company noti- 
fied the Associated 
Press that the 


Spanish authorities had refused to 
deliver a message to the Associated 
Press Madrid bureau asking about 
the reported plot. Although the usu- 
al run of news was received from 
Madrid, the cables made no mention 
of any movement against the state. 


On July 14 there were border re- 


ports of a widespread plot against 
the Spanish government. 
At that 


time frontiers were under a strict 
irua ' and passengers on internation- 
al trains were subjected to a search- 
in.^ investigation.

Spain wan 
torn with discord both at home and 
in Morocco.

seen by the police Wednesday when 
a man who said, he was Joseph de 
Folco, staggered into a hospital prob- 
ably fatally wounded 
and fell un- 


conscious to the floor after gas pins 
out the name and a story that he 
had been shot by robbers in a hold- 
up. He was rushed to the operating 
room in an effort to save his life. 


Photographs and fingerprints bob- 


bed out of Tony Lombardo's past 
"Wednesday to provide new clews in 
the investigation of his slaying. 


Prom Cleveland, O., police 
there 


came • pictures and fingerprint rec- 
ords to show that Lombardo, instead 
of having come 
to Chicago from 


Italy as had been supposed, actually 
came from Cleveland where he was 
wanted for the slaying of Policeman 
Elmer Glaefke. 


MURDER 11 YEARS AGO 


The Glaeffke killing took place 11 


years to the day before Lombardo's 
funeral Tuesday. Lombardo, Carmel- 
lo Licarti and Carmello di Maio were 
involved in the charges. Lombardo 
was released under bond, and finally 
in 1919 disappeared. Licarti was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


Three years ago Lombardo return- 


ed to Cleveland and the case against 
him was nolle pressed. 


Police interest in the identification 


centered around the possibility that 
the assassin of Lombardo may not 
have been a gang affair at all, but 
may have been the execution of a 
vengeance, born of the Cleveland af- 
fair. 


Lombardo's funeral Tuesday was 


a notable gangland affair. Al Capone 
was present, for the first time in 
two years, was interviewed. 


When asked what he thought of 


current stories that he himself had 
been marked for assassination, Cap- 
one replied:

. • Country With Europe in 


Address to Rotary Club 


That America — its liberties ed- 


ucation, and artis the inherited re 
suit of centuries of struggle and 
toil on the part of European peo- 
ples, was the theme of a speech by 
H. E. Peabody, pastor of Congre- 
gational church, at 
the 
regular 


meeting of Rotary 
club at Hote 


Northern Tuesday noon. Dr. Pea 
body has just returned from a three 
months tour of Europe with 
the 


American Seminar and the Bureau 
of University travel. 


"Our 
well being and education did 


not just happen;" said Dr. Peabody 
/'It came through struggle and it 
jcost someone much hardship. The 


-,Steps up have been taken by greal 


inen of much vision and 
genius 


We who have come later are stand- 
ing on the shoulders of the men 
who were before us, and we have 
inherited the results of their gen- 
ius. We sometimes scoff at the nar- 
rowness and puritanism of the Eu- 
ropeans, but they fought for what 
they gave us, and it makes us 
appreciate more 
6ur high 
stand- 


ards when we see how dearly they 
paid to make them possible for us. 


"Europe is an old and a crowded 


country. It has its / advantages be- 
"cause it Is old, and it has its dis- 
advantages." 
- The speaker told of some of the 
old monuments and records which 
stand as evidence of the legacy left 
us by our forefathers. He spoke of 
the original site of Rome, the be- 
ginning of the architecture which 


,- our civilization enjoys,' of St. Pet- 


ers' cathedral, hugh and impressive- 
he town hall at Munich, with its 
;olumes of hieroglyphics; and the 


ropean's appreciation of music. 


EUROPE LIKES MUSIC 


'The rank and file in Europe ap- 


preciates jmusic far more than we 
do," 
said Dr. Peabody. He outlined 


an incident Tvhich"-brought home to 
him the Italian's passion for music. 
Flying from Dresden to Rome, Dr. 
Peabody found it necessary to send 
his bag by rail. When he arrived 
in Rome he was anxious to get his 
bag quickly in order to catch a 
train. The inspection of the bag 
involved much red tape, and 
the 


pastor was getting 
a bit anxious 


about making his train.- When the 
inspection was half-finished some- 
one in the place who had just un- 
packed a victrola started to play a 
selection by Tito Scipa. With one 
accord all the workers stopped work 
and listened eagerly 
for 
fully 20 


minutes before they resumed their 
tasks. 
"They know and 
appreciate tha 


best in music, painting, and archi 
tecture," he said.' 


Then the speaker brought 
out 


some of the disadvantages of the 
antiquity of- Europe. 


"The results of old J3ilousies, 


rancor, hatred and battles have left 
their scars, and often 
hinder the 


progress of nations. 
Then too, the 


resources of the country have been 
developed completely. All houses are 
built, all roads are constructed,— 
there is no new field to open Once 
a man gets out of the game, he has 
a difficult time getting back in, for 
there is iio new field fo^- him to 
enter, as therp is in America. That 
is the reason for so much unem- 
ployment in Europe, and especially 
in England." 


DISCUSSES ENGLAND 


The problems of England were ex- 


plained by Dr. Peabody. He stated 
that it was up against a stone wall 
along industrial lines. In time past 
*it,iiad the advantage ove-- other na- 
tions both in prosperity and power; 
now i; has lost that right to Amer- 
ica. Formerly its provinces provided 
a dependable market; since the war 
all its provinces have become in- 
deperdent, and it has lost many val-, 
uable markets. As a resuli. its ware- 
houses are full of products that can- 
not be exported," and it can see no" 
light in the future. 


Turning from England to Europe 


in General, Dr. Peabody stated that 
all nations, r.nd especially Germany, 
seek the good will of America. All 
countries agree that we lead the 
world commercially, financially and 
in mass production, 
and although 


England doesn't appreciate It, It is 
being a good sport about it. 


In conclusion the speaker describ- 


ed the climate of England, stating 
that because of its warm winters, 
cool summers, and long evenings, j 
English people spend 
much more j 


time out of doors, which leads to a 
jrrcater variety of sports, and to 
much gardening.

ih oght that to appreciate America 
one must see Europe. 
i

of a series of automobile headlight 
tests in which dummies of children 
and grownups served as objects in 
demonstrating 
that 
pedestrians 


wearing 
light-colored clothing at 


night are less apt to be struck by 
an automobile having inadequate 
lighting facilities. 


The make-believe persons or dum- 


mies employed in" these experiments 


were dressed in suits of 
varying 


colors. Invariably, dummies dressed 
in •white 
could be seen twice 
as 


easily as those clothed in a dark 
garb—-thus offering an additional safe 
guard 
to pedestrians 
frequenting 


streets or highways at night. 


Due to an optical illusion, 
man 


dressed in white appears to be of 
massive proportions compared 
to 


one garbed in a dark-colored suit. To 
a corresponding degree, light-colored 
automobiles, if we are to accept the 
results of these government tests 
are visible to an appreciably greater 
degree than cars painted in dark 
hues.

MAINE ELECTION 


The old shibboleth that as Maine 


goes so goes the Union has long ago 
been shattered, and yet the politicians 
advert to it every time there is a na- 
tional campaign. Everyone knows that 
public opinion in Maine, or anywhere 
in New England for that matter, has 
little relation to public opinion Jn the 
Mid-west, South or far West. Its reac- 
tions to many questions, political, so- 
cial and economic, are entirely'differ- 
ent from those of the rest of the coun- 
try, therefore it is an arbitrary assump- 
tion to say that the vote for governor 
in Maine is an indication of how the 
country is going to vote for president 
in November. 


Nevertheless, the Maine election is 


heartening to the Republicans. Wil- 
liam T. Gardiner, their nominee for 
governor, has defeated the Democratic 
candidate by nearly 90,000 majority, 


vthe largest ever given a candidate for 
governor in that state, and this despite 
the fact that while the vote was large 
it was not a record breaker. "Before the 
election conservative 
estimates of 


Gardiner's majority were as low- as 
35,000, while the Republicans were 
hoping that for its moral effect it 
-would exceed 60,000. 


The results' are obviously impressive 


even though we discount their sup- 
posed significance in the national situ- 
ation. Republican victory in a normal- 
ly strong Republican state is to be ex- 
pected, but when it exceeds all previ- 
ous majorities it becomes a matter of 
special interest The party of Hoover 
will draw the inference that it foretells 
his election in November, and prob- 
ably by a landslide. The party of Smith 
will ridicule the assumption and ex- 
plain the phenomenal result from 
"local causes." It will put on a bold 
face, even though it has to do some 
whistling behind, the scenes to keep up 
courage. Republicans may expect that 
one result of the Maine election will be 
to cause the Democrats to redouble 
their efforts, realizing more than ever 
they-have an uphill battle to fight. If it 
causes the Republicans to lay down 
be--use of over-confidence, it might 
invite disaster.

The leaders of these gangs, 
who profit enormously from bootleg- 
ging, gambling and various forms of 
racketeering, and whose competition is 
marked by a long series of murders, 
are all well known. The men in the 
background responsible for this law- 
lessness are paraded in the

prints' with their photographs and 
journej'-s -to the barber shop and other 
supposedly melodramatic acts.

He was nearly 90 when he died 


and it was as long ago as 1899 that 
he won acclaim in England 
and 


America, with his one book, "No.' 
John Street." During all the near- 
ly 30 years since that time he has 
been living in obscurity, obscurity 
so complete that probably few who 
read and admired his book "in the 
early years of the century knew 
that he was still on earth. 


More strang-e still, it was not un- 


til he was sixty years old that he 
won recognition. He had been work- 
ing for 30 years as an obscure ed- 
itorial writer on London newspa- 
pers and although he had tried his 
hand at publishing a book before 
he could not reach the ear of the 
large public. Then suddenly at 60 
the lightning struck him. His book, 
"No. 5 John Street," became a best 
seller on two continents and it look- 
ed as if thus belatedly the path of 
fame and fortune was straight be- 
fore him. 


It has happened before that men 


won recognition at sixty. William 
De Morgan is the classic example. 
But m the case of De Morgan ic 
meant that every one of the books 
that followed "Joseph Vance" was 
a big seller and De Morgan 
be- 


came one of the best loved authors 
of his generation. 


But in the case of Richard White- 


ing nothing happened. He had wait- 
ed sixty years for recognition. Then 
recognition came and 
after 
that 


complete silence again. He lived on 
another 50 years but never reach- 
ed the ear of the great public again. 
I wonder if there is another sim- 
ilar case on record in all literat- 
ure. 
» 


As for the book itself. I had the 


curiosity to take it down from the 
shelf when the news of his 
death 


came. I had read it many years ago 
and I pagrr-d through the hook onco 
more, readine snatches here 
and 


thr-rc to recapture the fla^r of it. 


And rather strange to say. I found 


it still decidedly wonh while. It is 
of course a book that is nearly 30 
yfnrs old and that hn? to be taken 
into consideration. But it has not 


yet. lost its savor. It is the story 
of a man who takes it Into his 
head to live for a time in a Lon 
don slum within a couple of blocks 
from his west side home. Not onlj 
to live there but to live as the na 
tives do — on half a crown a dai 
and to earn that himself. He want 
to get at the flavor of the slums 
not as a being from the outside bu 
as a slum dweller. He wants to fine 
out how the slam dwellers live and 
think and feel and how they maki 
ends meet. 


So he takes a room in a tene- 


ment house and gets himself a job 
in a rubber factory. He lives among 
the natives and likes them, get? 
down into their lives and is one of 
them. He learns to understand them 
and the feel for and with them. 


Occasionally he goes back to tho 


fashionable life of the west side— 
obviously that the author can draw 
a vivid contrast between the luxury 
of that class and the abject poverty 
of the slums. It is-a most effective 
device and it is used in the back 
with great power. Obviously White 
ing.knew both the west side and the 
slums at first hand. 


Studies of the slums have been 


made frequently 
since 
then 
but 


Whiteing was a pioneer in that kind 
of thing. The book is worth while 
if for no other reason than that. 
If you are tired of the current novel 
take this from the shelf.

Tun new Chicago and Northwest- 


ern freight depot at the intersection 
of W. Franklin and N. Superior-sts. 
now occupied by the office staff and 
local railroad officials, is considered 
one of the best equipped on 
the 


main line between Green Bay and 
Chicago. 


The building 
is constructed 
of 


red face brick, and is decorated with 
white art stone around the windows 
and cornices. Large steel reinforced 
window panes offer ample light for 
the convenience of employes. 
The 


main office occupies the space far- 
thest east on W. Franklin-st. The 
office section is two stories high. 


The main entrance is on the south 


side, and when entering • the main 
door the 
structure

school building. A heated vestibult 
separates the outside door and the 
main entrance.

A steel cage for the cashier 
is located on the first floor near the 
main entrance to th« office.

If 
any one in the family has a cold, he 
should keep away from the children 
as much as possible, doing all his 
coughing, sneezing* and blowing into 
K handkerchief and the handkerchiefs 
kept by themselves until wash day 
and, then thoroughly boiled to kill the 
germs. 


Every member of a family should 


have his own towel and wash cloth 
at all times, but this is particulaily 
necessary if he has a cold. 


He should not go to ~ mo\ le where 


his breath is spreading Terms into 
the air for children to breathe. Chil- 
dren in school get colds from other 
children. That is why the an should 
be changed frequently and the rooms 
flushed often. 
The teacher should 


insist on all children having clean 
handkerchiefs and coughing and 
sneezing into them.

Try to make him vomit by giving 


him one-half teaspoon syrup of 
ipecac. It may be repeated in 15 
minutes if the first dose does not get 
results. 


Some people keep on hand regular

doctors for such emergencies. It is 
* wise precaution. Let the child rest 
lp bed the next day and give him 
very light food. Children with chron-
